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THE RANGE CONSDRVATION PROGRAM OF 1989 
IN CHS NORTH CENTRAL, REGION 


Pursuant to the provisions of the 1939 Range Conser= 
vation Program Bvilotin approved by the Secretary onde seed 
culture under date of Movember 10, 1958, and the authority 
vested thereby in the Agriculturel Aajustment Administration, 
paynents will be made for participation in the North Central 
Region under the 1949 Range Consorvation Program in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the North Central Region bulletin 
351 (NOR-351) amd such mo@ificatioas thorceos of other pro- 
visions as may horeafter ve made. This Worth Central Region 
Billctin includes all of the provisions of snid 1939 Range 
Consorvation Program Bulletin which aro applicable to the 
orth Central Region together with cerzain of tne determi- 
rations authorized therein to be made by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration or the Director of the North Contral 
Division. 


The fundamontel purposes of tho Agricultural Conser- 
vation Progran of 1999, inclucing the nange Conservation Progran, 
are; (1) to conserve and improve tho soil rosources of the 
nations '(2) to stabilise and maintain ederuate food suppiies 
for consumers: and (3) to hoip faracrs sccure hPlal ese qpaee atm ose 
sharo of the natioaal income. 


To carry out those purposes the range program provides 
for payments to reachers to help them pay at least part of 
the cost of conserving their range lands by putting range- 
pbuilding practices into effect. 


The program is authorized by the Soil Conservation 
and Domestic Allotment Act as amended by the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act of 1938. The provisions of the program are subject 
to such laws affecting the program as Congress may enact and 
are denendent upon funds appropriated by Congress. phe 
amounts of the payments will be within the limits determined 
by those funds, by distribution of the funds according to 
‘the 1938 Farm Act, and.the extent of participation in the 
program. As an adjustments for participation the rates of 
peyment may be increased or decreased by as much as ton per- 
cent. ji 


+ The provisions of the 1945 Range Conservation Program 
in the North Central Region contained in this bulletin apply 
in the States of Nebraska and South Dakota except: (1) Jones 
County, South Dakota; and (2) land owned by the United States 

Government. 


Section 1.. Definitions. 


(1) - WORTH CENTRAL REGION moans the area included in 


re 
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the States of Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio, South Dakota, and Wisconsin. 


(2) STATE COMMITTEE moans the group of porsons dosig- 
nated within any Stato to assist in tho administration of the 
agricultural conservation programs and the range conservation 
programs in such State. 


(3) COUNTY COMMITTEE means the group of persons 
elected within any county to assist in the administration of 
the agricultural conservation programs and the range conser- 
vation programs in such county. . 


(4) PERSON means an individual, partnership, associ- 
ation, corporation, ostatc, or trust and wherever applicable 
a State, a political subdivision of a State or any agency 
thereof, 


(5) RANGE-BUILDING PAYMENT means a payment for the 
carrying out of one or more approved range-building practices. 


(6) -RANGE-BUILDING ALLOWANCE means the largest amount 
for any ranching unit which may be earned as a range-building 
payment on such ranching unit. 


(7) RANCH OPERATOR means a person who as owner, cash 
tenant, or share tenant operates, or a person who acts in 
Similar capacity in the operation of, a ranching unit in 1909. 


(8) RANGE LAND means any land in which a ranch opera- 
tor has a controlling interest and which produces forage 
grazed by range livestock, without cultivation or general 
irrigation. Range land does not include land owned by the 
United States Government. 


(9) RANCHING UNIT means all range land which is used 
in 1939 by the ranch operator as a single unit in producing 
range livestock, with machinery, workstock, and labor sub- 
stantially separate from that of any other range land and 
which is customarily regarded in the community as a ranching 
unit. Less than 640 acres of range land will not be regarded 
as &@ ranching unit. <A ranching unit will be regarded as 
located in the county in which its ranch headquarters is 
situated or, if no headquarters is on the land, it will be 
regarded as located in the county in which the major portion 
of the ranching unit is located. 


(10) ANIMAL UNIT means one cow, one horse, five sheep, 
or five goats, or the equivalent thereof.

(11) GRAZING CAPACITY OF RANGH LAND means the number 
of animal units which such jand will sustain on a 12-month 
basis over a period’ of years ‘without decreasing the stand of 
grass or other grazing vegetation and without injury to the 

forage, tree growth, or watershed. 


Sec. 2. Rates of range- omilding payments. Within the 
limits of the range~building allowance, payment will be made 


for carrying out on range land in 1939 prior’to November 1 any 
of the following range-building practices approved by tho county 
committee for the ranching unit prior to the time the practices 
are started:

Sec, 4. Conditions of payment. 
(a) Promotion of ¢ompervation and good range management. 


Payments for carrying out range-building practices depend woon 
the adontion or maintenance of conservative range management 
practices designed to secure or maintain a good stand of grass 

or other palatable forage plants and in bringing about such 

use of the forage resources of the ranch as will most effectively 
carr; out the nurnoses of the agrichltural conservation progran. 
Payments under the 1939 range prograi will be made only for those 
ranching units on which the county committee certifies that such 
range management practices have been followed. The range-building 
practices approved for any ranching unit will be practices which 
the county committee finds are needed on the ranch in order to 
promote conservation and good range management.

Nursery will not be deemed to be paid for in whole or in part 
by ‘a State or Foderal agency: 


Sec. 5, Changes in leasing arrangemonts and other 
devices. No payment will be made to any person who has for 
1939 made any change from the 1938 leasing arrangemonts of 
range land for the purpose of, or which would have the effect 
of, diverting to him any payment to which any lessee would be 
entitled if the 1938 leasing arrangements were in effect for 
1939. .If the State committoc finds that any person who filos 
an application for a payment under the 1939 range program his 
nade any change from the 1938 leasing arrangements or has em- 
ployed any other scheme or device for the purpose of, or which 
would have. the effect of, depriving any other person of any 
yaynent to which he otherwise would be entitled, any payment 
which otherwise would have been made under the range program 
nav be withheld, or a refund mav be required. 


Sec, 6. Hligibility for payment. 


(a) Persons eligible to file application. Applica- 
tion for range~building payment may be made only by ranch 
operators, Range-bduilding payments will be made to (1) a 
sole ranch overator, or (2) each ranch operator of a group 

of tivo or more ranch operators, engaged in the operation of 

a single ranching wnit, provided they all signify in the 
application for the range-building payment a percentum of 

the total payment to be made to cach ranch operator, In caso 
there are two or more ranch operators, the application must 
be made by all of them, except that in casos where any ranch 
operator refuses to sign the application for payment tho 
county committce will determine the percentage share 

to be paid to cach ranch optrator applying for payment, 


(b) Time and menner of filing application and 


information required. Payments will be made only 


oon apniications submitted through the county office. 
Range-building payment may be withheld to any ranch 
operator who fails to file any form or furnish any infor- 
mation required with respect to any ranching unit in 
which he is interested. Any application for payment 
may be rejected if it, or any other form or information 
required, is not submitted to the county office within 
the time fixed for this purpose. At least two weeks! 
notice to the public will be given in acvance of the 
expiration of a time limit for filing prescribed 

forms. 


(c) Excess cotton acreage. Any cerson who 
knowingly plants Cotton on his farm in 1939 on acreage 
in excess of the cotton acreage allotment established 
for the farm in 1939 skail not be alieibie Tor any 
payment under the provisions of the 1939 Range Conser- 
vation Program. Any person haying an interest in the 
cotton crop cn 4 farm on which cotton is planted in 
1935 on acreage in excess of the cotton acreage allot- 
ment for the farm for 1939 skall be presumed to have 
knowingly planted cotton on his farm on acreage in 
excess of such farm covton acreage allotment if notice 
of the farm ellotment is mailed to him prior to the 
completion of the planting of cotton on the farm, 
wnicoss the farmer establishes the fact that the excess 
acreage was planted to cotton due to his Lack .of know- 
lodge of the number of acres in the ract(s) planted 
to cotton, Such notice, if mailed to the operator 
of the farm, shall be dcecmed to be notice to all 
persons sharing in the production of cotton on the 
farm-in 1939.

Sec, 10. Payments limited to $10,000.° The total of 
all payments under the 1939 program to any individaul, part- 
norship, or estate upon farms and ra inching units located 
within a single State will not excced $10,000. The total of 


all payments to any person othor than an individual, partner- 


Bec Or GState upon farms, ranching units, and turpentine 
places in the United States (including Alaska, Hawaii, and 
Puerto Rico) will not exceed $10,000. 


All or any part of any payment which has been or other- 

wise would be made to any person under the 1935 program may 

be withheld or required to be returned if he has adopted or 
participated in adopting any scheme or device, including the 
dissolution, reorganization, or formation of any corporation, 
partnership, estate, trust, or by any other means, which was 
designed to evade, or would have the effect of evading, the 
provisions of this section. 


Sec. 11. Deduction for association expenses. There 
will be deducted pro rata from the payments for any ranching 
wnit all or part of the estimated administrative expenses 
incurred or to be incurred by the county agricultural conser- 
vation association in the Ena in which the ranching unit 
is located, 


Sec. 12. Assignments. Any person who may be entitled 
to any payment in connection with the 1939 program may assign 
the payment as security for cash loaned or advances made for 
the purpose of financing the making of a crop including the 
carrying out of range-building practices, in 1959. No assign- 
ment will be recognized unless the assignment is made in 
writing on ACP-69 in accordance with instructions in ACP-70. 
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Seer: 186 Establishment of grazing ¢ capacities, A 
grazing capacity will be established d by oy tha county nty committee 
for each ranching unit for which an apylication form NCR-353 
for. determination of grazing capacity is, received on or before 
liay' 15, 1939. . In determining grazing capacity, consideration 
will be civen to the following: (a) composition, palatability, 
and density of forage growth; (bd) climatic changes; (c) locateam 
and kind of watering facilities; (d) topography and cultural 
features; (e) extent of rodents and poisonous plants, and (f) 
number and classes of livestock previously carried, ‘The 
‘average of the individual grazing capacities established for , 
all ranching units in a county will not exceed the county 
average grazing capacity limit established by the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration on the basis of: available

Sec. 14. Appeals. .Any person may within 15 days after 
notice thereof is forwarded to or available to him request 
the county committee in writing to reconsider its recommenda- 
tion or determination with respect to any of. the , Ope eeaNe 
matters affecting any ranching unit in which he has an in- 
‘terest: (a) oligibility..to file an application for ica. 
(bd) grazing capaci ty established for the range land in such 
ranching unit, or (c) any other matter affecting the right 
to or the amount of his payment with respect to the ranching 
unit. The county committee will notify such porson of 20s 
decision in writing within 15 days after receipt of such 
written request for. roconsideration.. If such person is dis- 
satisfied with the decision of the county committee, he may, 
within 15 days after such decision is forwardod to or made 
available to him, appeal in writing to the State committec,. 
The State committee will notify such person of its decision 
in Writing within 30 days after the roceiot of therappeals 
If such person is dissatisfied with the decision of the 
State committec he may, within 15 days after such decision 
is forwarded to or made available to him, réquest the Director 
of the North Ccntral Division to review the decision of the 
State committec.

Range Conservation Program Bulletin 


This bulletin sets forth provisions for continuing the special 
range conservation progran administered a Joncs County, South Dakota, 
in 1938 as the first of three ycars during which the program was designed 
to operate, ie progran proscribod ee enn for cstablishing an in- 
dividual rang o-building goal to be attained as quickly as possible and at - 
loast by the ond of three vears, and yearly cumvlative goals which should 
be attained by tho end of cach respective year and which accumulate to 
equal the threo-year range-building goal. Subject to the provisions of 
this bulletin and within the yearly rangce-building allowance, paynent will 
be nade for the attainnent of these separate ycarly goals. Goals in all 
cases include the retention of 20 porcont of the annual growth of palatuble 
forage at the end of the grazing season, the showing of performance of a 
designated quantity of practices listed in this bulletin, and may include 
at the discretion of the committee the performance of additional non- 
listed range-building practicesconsidered essential to the conservation 
of the range land in the ranching unit, All payments are contingent upon 
the attaining of the yearly cunulative goal; there is no provision for 
partial porfornances For those ranches for which the nunber of mits of 
listed practices in the cumulative goal for the year in question is no 
larger than the nunber of units of such practices in the cunulative goal 
for the previous year, a paynent of 75 porcent of the annual range- 
building allowance en be nade, provided the requirenents of the goal 
for that year aro net." 


Pursuant to the authority vested in the Secrotery of Agriculture 
under Sections: 7 tor L7 MaineDweive,; Vor iihe sors Conservation and Domestic 
Allotment Act (49 Stat. 1148), as amended, and in connection with the 
offectuation of the purposes of Section 7 (a) of said Act in 1939, pay— 
nents will be nade for participation in the 1939 Jones County Range 
Conservation Program in accordance with the provisions hereof and such 
nodifications thereof or other revisions as nay hereafter be nade. 


The provisions of this program are necessarily subject to such 
legislation affecting said program as the Congress of the United States 
may hereafter enact; the naking of the paynents herein provided is coms 
tingent upon such appropriation as the Congress may hereafter provide 
for such purpose; and the amounts of such payments will necessarily be 
within the linits finally determined b: such appropriation, the appor- 
tionnent of such appropriation under the provisions of the Soil Conserva- 
tion and Donestic Allotment Act, as amended, and such payments may be in- 
creased or decreased by not more than 10 percent, depending upon the ex- 
tent of participation in the 1939 Range Conservation Program. 


The provisions of the 1939 Jones County, South Dakota, Range Con- 
servation iat contained in this bulletin are not applicable (1) to 
counties other than Jones County, South Dakota, and (2) to public domain 
of the PEL States, and other lands in which the beneficial ownership 
is in the United States. 
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Tho provisions of this bulletin are to be renewed in 1940 Sxooo. 
in caso the Aericultural Adjustnent Administration finds that (1) the

national range program has been modified in such manner as to adopt the 


Jones County Program is unnecessary or undesirable, or (2) the rosulting 
perfornance under this program has proven it is not adninistrativoly 
foasible, and that it is not contributing to the improvement of tho 
national range program, or for other reasons indicatos its-continuation 

is undesirable, or (3) nodifications of tho Soil Consorvation and Donestic 
Allotment Act, as amended, or the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938, as 
anended, are such as to prohibit its continuation, or are such as to in- 
dicate its continuation is not administratively advisable, 


Section I. Range-Building Allowance, The range-building allov- 
ance shall be $1.40 tines the grazing capacity (expressed as aninal units) 
of the range land in the ranching unit, provided, that this item shall not 
be calculated on more than one animal wnit for each ten acres of range land 
in the ranching unit, 


section II. Payment for Full Performance, 


A. For those ranches for which the quantity of practices selected 
fron subsection ©, Section XIII, which are in the cunvlative goal for the 
year in question is in excess of the quantity of practices selected fron 
subsection C, Section XIII, which are in the cumulative goal for the 
previous year, payment will be made for attaining tho goal for the. year 
in question in an amount which shall be equal to the yearly range-building 
allowance. 


B. For those ranches for which the quantity of practices selected 
from subsection ©, Section XIII, which are in the cumulative goal for tne 
year in question is not in excess of the quantity of practices selected 
from subsection C, Section XIII, which are in the cumvlative goal for the 
previous year, payment will be made for attaining the goal for the year 
in question in an amount equal to 75 percent of the yearly range-building 
allowance, 


Section III, Conditions of Payment. 


A. Wo payment will be made with respect to any ranching unit for 
which the yearly range-building goal does not include the following prac- 
tices and unless full performance is shown for those practices on that 
ranching unit. 


1. Natural reseeding by limited grazing to assure that ¢eO percent

(c) such practicés shall not be applicable to range land in 
the ranching unit which normally is not used for grazing 
during the period from the start of the forage growth to 
seed maturity. 
Provided further, if because of fire, insect or rodent damage, 
or other uncontrollable causes, the palatable forage growth 
in the check-plot areas is not representative of the palatable 
forage growth upon the range land in the ranching unit at large, 
no payment will be made with ‘respect to that ranching unit unless 
it can be established by the operator that the number of animal 
units grazed upon the ranching unit during the grazing season 
did not exceed the number of animal wits in the grazing capacity 
for that ranching unit. 


B, No payment will be made with respect to any ranching unit unless 
the performance for those practices which are included as a part of the 
range-building goal and the respective yearly cumulative goals for that 
ranching unit, but not listed in subsection ©, Section XIII, is show in 
the year specified and in a manner satisfactory to the State and county 
committee, ‘ 
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materials firut ohas by any Stati or Padoral agency shall not be state 

in the year of performance for meeting the range- building goal if the 
portion of the labor or materials furnished by any Stato or Fedoral agoncy 
represents one-half or more of the total cost of carrying out such practices. 
If the portion of the labor or materials, used in carrying out such practices 
furnished by any State or Federal agency represents less than one-half of 

the total cost of carrying out such practices, one-half of the amount of 
such practices shall be eligible in the year of performance for use in 
attaining the range-building goal for the ranching unit. Labor, seed, 

and materials furnished to a State, political subdivision of a State, or 

any agency thereof by an agency of the same State shall not be deemed to 

have been furnished by "any State - - -- agency" within the meaning of 

this paragraph, 
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D. No payment will be made with respect to any ranching unit in 
excess of the range-building allowance for such ranching unit, No range- 
building practice shall be eligible for use in attaining the range-build- 
ing goal unless carried out according to specifications recommended by the 
State committee and approved by the Director of the North Central Division. 
All such practices must be in a proper state of maintenance at the tine 
of checking performance. 


EH, Payments made for attaining the range-~building goal for a 
ranching unit shall not be subject to the provisions of Section 9 of the 
Agricultural Conservation Program bulletin. 


F, Payments for carrying out range-building practices are conditioned 
upon the adoption or maintenance of conservative range management practices 
designated to secure or maintain a good stand of. grass or other palatable 
forage plants and in bringing about such use of the forage resources of the 
ranch as will most effectively carry out the purposes of the Soil Conserva- 
tion and Domestic Allotment Act. Payrrents under the 1939 Jones County, 
south Dakota, Range Conservation Program will be made only with respect 
to those ranching units on which the county committee certifies that such 
range management practices have been followed. 


Section IV, Changes in Leas asing Arrangenonts and other Devices. 

No payment will be made to any person who has for 1939 made any change 
fron the 1938 leasing arrangements of range land for the purpose of, or 
which would have the effect of, diverting to such person any payment to 
which any lessee would be entitled if the 1938 leasing arrangements of 
such range land were in effect for 1939 If the State committee finds 
that any person who files an erred ee for a payment pursuant to the 
provisions of the 1939 Jones County, South Dakota, Range Conservation 
Program has made any chenge from the 1938 leasing arrangeménts of such 
range land or has employed any other scheme or device whatsoever for the 
purpose of, or which would have the effect of, depriving any other person 
of any payment or sharc therein to which such other person otherwise 
would be entitled, the Secretary may withhold in whole or in part from 
the person participating in such a scheme or device, or require such 
person to refund in whole or in part, the amount of any payment which 
has been or otherwise vould be made to such person for performance in ' 
connection with the 198 39 Jones County, South Dakota, Range Conservation 
Progran. 


section V. Hligibility for Paynent. 


A, Persons eligible to file application, Application for rang 
building payment may be made only by y ranch 0] operators. Range- ccm 
paynents will be made to (1) a sole ranch operator, or (2) each ranch 

one rator of a group of two or more ranch operators, provided they all 
signify in the application for the range-building payment a percentun of 
ip total payment to be made to each ranch operator.

Paynent will be made only upon application submitted through the county 
office, The Secretary reserves the right (1) to withhold payment to any 
ranch operator who fails to file any form or furnish any information re- 
quired with respect to any ranching unit in which such ranch operator is 
interested, and (2) to refuse to accept any application for payment if such 
application or any other fori or infornation required is not subnitted to 
the county office within the time fixed by the Director of the North Central 
Division.

C, Excess cotton acreage. Any person who knowingly plants cotton 
on his farm in 1939 on acreage in excess of the cotton acreage allotnent 
estavlished for the farm in 1939 shall not be eligible for any paynent 
under the provisions of the 1939 Jones County, South Dakota, Range 
Conservation Progran.

No payment will be made to any person if it is determined in accord-

A. Range-Building Goal. There shall be established for each ranch- 
ing unit a range-bujlding goal which will be that range-building goal 
established for the ranching unit under the provisions of the 1938 Jones 
County, South Dakota, Range Conservation Program, except in the event of a 
change in identity of the ranching unit or a change in conditions eee 
ing the range conservation neods of that ranching unit, after the establish- 
ment of the range-building coal, in which case a new range~-building ne 
shall be established for the ranching unit. This range-building goal suall 
coisist of that list of practices, requirements, and mothods of range 
managonont most suited to the promotion of an cconomic and conservation 
use of the range, and the assurance that the range will not be stocied in 
excess of the sustainable grazing capacity of the range land in the ranch- 
ing unit. This goal shall be one which is attainable at least by the en 
of 1940, but shall not be one which is attainable, within the limits of 
the range-building allowance, prior to 1940 wnless it can be shown. that 
the performance of additional range-building practices or of additional 
mits of the same ranze-oduilding practice will contribute nothing further 
to the effectuation of the purposes of this program. This goal shall in- 
clude only those practices the performance of which is to occur during 
the poriod November 1, 1937, to October 31, 1940.

Be Yearly Cumulative Goal, ‘Within the rango-building goal, and 
subject to approval by the State committee, yearly cumulative goals shall 
be established for cach ranching unit which shall be used as a basis for 
determining performance in each respective year.

Section XIV. Appoals. Any porson may within 15 days after notice 
thereof is forwarded to or availzble to him request the county coamitteo

RANGE-BUILDING ALLOWANCE means the largest amount for any ranching 
unit which may be earned in any one year as a range-building payment on 
such ranching unit. . 


RANCH OPERATOR neans a person who as ower, cash tenant, or share 
tenant operates, or a person who acts in sinilar capacity in the operation 
C2) oe Tanehing wnit in 1999. 


RANGE LAND means any land in which a ranch operator has such a 
leeal estate or interest as to give hin control thereof, which produces 
orage grazed by range livestock, without cultivation or eevroral irriga- | 


Range land shall not include public domain of the United States, 
her lands in which the beneficicl ownership is in the United States. 
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RANCHING UNIT moans all ronge land which is uscd in 1939 by the 
ranch operator as a single unit in producing range Ifvestock, wrth machinery, 
workstoci, and labor substantially separate from that of any other range : 
land. The ranching unit shall consist of not less than 640 acres of range 
land. <A ranching unit shall ve regarded as located in the county in which 
its principal dwelling is situated, or if there is no dwelling thereon it 
shall be regarded as located in the county in which the najor portion of the 
ranching wnit is located. 


ANILIAL UNIT means one cow, one horse, five sheep, or five goats, or 
the equivalent thereof. 


GRAZING CAPACITY OF RANGE LAND means the nunber of animal units vhich 
such land will sustain, on a l2-month basis, over 2 yoriod of ycars without 
decreasing the stand of grass or other grazing vegetation, and without in- 
jury to the forage, tree growth, or watershed.
